Probably the coming 
of the automobile has taken more business and 
professional men way. from Sunday church ser. 
vices than any other one source. People like to 
get out into the country arid away from the city, 
and Sunday is about the only day they have te

. Then again, people are much more educated 
and enlightened than they used to be, and be- 
cause of this mahy of them have refused to longer 
accept some of the dogmas of the church ereeds.

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* Tt is a hard. problem to solve, and yet every 
man and woman ought to try to solve it, for it 
means more to every one of us than anything 
else. does. 

My idea of it is that we should all lend our 
moral and financial support to the church, because 
| of the great good it does to mankind, if for no 
other regson. We do not have to absorb all of 
the dogmas of the various creeds if we do not 
want to, but have the privilege of accepting such 
as appeals to us and getting what good we can 
out of them, and casting aside from our minds 
such of them as we do not want to accept. ° 

When we go into a restaurant we do not eat 
everything on the table. We eat whut we want 
and leave what we do not want, and there is no 
reason I know of why we cannot do so with church 
‘dogmas. Following this simile up further, it is a 
fact that on the table may be a lot of food that 
we do not want, but that some other people would 
rather have than any other kind, so why not let 
them enjoy the kind they like and we do the same? 
We do not get up from the table and leave the 
house just because there is something served 
which we do not relish—then why should be leave 
the church -for a similar reason? , 

It takes all kinds of people to make a world, _ 
and all kinds of food to satisfy them, as many 
kmds of food, in fact, as there are kinds of people. 
And thig applies, also, to spiritual food. 

Our Episcopalian friends like to take things 
nice and quiet, and read their prayers out of a 
book, something like the chap who was too cold 
to kneel down and say his by the bed, so he wrote 
them out by a warm fire before retiring, pinned 
them on the head of the bed and turned in, saying, 
‘Lord, them’s my sentiments.’?
